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IEALTH AND SAPETY 
POWERS AND DUTIES OF UNPARTIN? OF PUBLIC WHLPARE 


(All seetion numbers rofer to the Idaho Code Annotated) 


Section 36-101. POWTKS AND DUTIZS SNUMMRATED.--The Dopertmant 
of Public Welfare shell have a fensral supervision of a1] mattors 
relating to the preservation of th: lifo and health of the people 
of the state. It shall especially study tho vital statistics of 
the state, asd endoavor to meke profitably end intclligent use of 
the collected records of siclmess and mortality among the people; 
it shall ecsrefully study the influence of the clitat: upon diseases 
and health in different localities in ths state, for the benefit 
of the citizons thereof, as well as for the information of thet 
large class of people who conteomplste mekine this state their 
temporary or permanent home; it shell make sanitery investigations 
and ingquiriss respocting the causes of disease, and espscially 
epidemics; tho causes of mortality and th. effects of localities, 
employnents, conditions, ingesta, habits and eircumstanc::s on the 
health of the people. It shall, when required or when it dons 
bost, advise officers of the government or other stato beerds and 
dapartments in regard to the loention, drainage, water supply, 
disposal of oxcrcta, heating and ventilation of anv public insti- 
tution or building, end it shall, cither as a departmont or through 
other persons eppointed by it for that purpose, visit and report 
on the sanitary condition of all state institutions as often as 
conditions may requires, but the state hospital for the insane, the 
penitentiary and the soldicrs! home, shall be visited and reported 
on at least once a year, said report to become ua part of the re- 
cords of tho Departmont of Public Welfars, and a copy of said ree 
port shall be filed in the office of the Govornor and of the 
Seorctary of Stato, and also mailed to cach member of th? several 
boards of departments controlling the ranspommt, and the officers 
in charge of those institutions. 


Seetion 38-102. RULES TO PREVENT DISEASE--PENALTY i0R 
TUPFIACTION.--Whenevor the Department of Public Welfaro shall have 
cause to believe that there is any danger of cholera, smillpox or 
othcr contagious or infectious disease invading this state or 
country, it shall be. the duty of said department to take such ace 
tion, ond edopt and enforces such rulos and regulations, as moy be 
necessary to prevent the introduction of such infectious or con- 
tagious diserase within this stete, and «ny person or persons or 
corpor: tions refusing or negloeting to obey such rules and regue 
lations shall be deemed suilty of a misdomsanor, and upon convic- 
tion thereof shall be fined not less than fifty dollars nor more 
thon $500.00, or imprisoned in the coumty jail for not less than 
thirty nor more than ninety days, or be punished by both such fine 
and imprisonnont, in the diserstion of the court, for every such 
offense, And it shall be the duty of £11 police officers, sheriffs 
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and constables to enforce such ropulations, subject to the author- 
ity of the Department of Public Welfere. Whenever neecssary, the 
Doapartmont of Public Welfare may call public conferences of local 
health officers, or may, by a vote of a majority of its members, 
send e delegate to any conference of local, state or national 
heslth officers

Pifty degrses F., and not oxoosec to the light: ~Providine,- further, 
tht no such products as mentioned ir this chapter shall be -ffered 
for sale or dispensed in any manner unless they are well within

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LOCAL BOARDS OF FEALTH--Q"ARANTILS AND HEALTH RAGULATIONS 


Section 3@-301. CONSTITUTION AND OFFICERS.+-The board of 
county commissioners must, biennially at their reguler meeting in 
January, apnoint a licensed physician residing in the courty, who 
shall be known as the county physician. 


The board of county commissioners of each and every county in 
this state shall be constituted a county hoard of health for such 
egunty, and said county board of health's jurisdiction shall be 
coextensive with the boundaries of said county. The chairman of 
the board of county commissioners shall ba vresicent of the county 
board of health, and the county health officer shalt be the clerk 
thereof. They shall at their rerular meeting in January, appoint 
a legelly qualificd physician, county health officer, whose term 
of office stall be for two years from January, next following each 

general election, and shall fix his componsation. 

The county health officer shall be ex-officio momber of th: 
county board of health and shall be the executiv: officer thereof 
and may be or may not bo county physician. Ths county tourd of 
health may appoint as miny satiitary officors as they dvom necessary 
and fix the compensation of all appointeos, whe shall serve during 

the pleasure of the board. 


Any vacancy in such board caused by death, resirnation of 
county health officer, or ty his refusal to act, must be filled 
by appeintment by the cormissioners. 


The county board of health shall be smpowered to make its 
own Local rules and regulntions, which shall not be inconsistent 
with lew nor with the rules and st See diy of the Department of 
Public Welfare and must make anc establish for the county or any 
district or plece theroin, such ping ee ry rules and regulations as 
they may decom necessary and proper to prevent the outbrosk and 
spread of dangerous, contagious and infectious disease, which rulos 
and regulations shall take effoct from and atter their epproval by 
the Department of Public Welfare. 


When any locality is in need of a health officer, tho seeree 
tary of the county board of health may appoint «2 local physician 
to aet rs deputy health officer, and the expensus of such deputy 
health officer shall be paid in the same mennor as sll other county 
expenses. Cities and villages and other localities, iu which there 
is need therefor, may orpenize 2 local board of health to be com- 
posed of at lenst one physician, who shall be the executive offie 
cer of such local bonrd, and two other persons who may or may not 
se of such local voard, and two other persons who may or ray not 
be physicians. If, hewever, there is ne physician residing in the 
city, village cr other logelity, others may act. Such local boards 
of health shall act under the euthority and direction of the county 
board of health for the county in which such city, village or other 
locality may be situated, and shall report to said coumty board of 
health, All necosstry ixpense incurred by the said county board 
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of health in enforcing the provisicns of this chapter must be paid 
for out of the penoral treasury from the current axpense fund of 
the county, as other bills chargeable arainst said current expense 
fund are audited and paid. 


gvery health officer appointed under the provisions of this 
chapter shall be, whenever the same is practicable, a reputable 
physician licensed under tho laws of tho state of Idaho, and shall 
hotd his office during tha pleasure of the board and wtil his 
sucecssor shall have bem duly appointed and qualified, and in 
ease of thse occurrence of a vacancy in his office, the board of 
health shall immodiately fill the same by © new sppointamt. 


Section 38-302. MSSTINGS AND POWERS OF yupies ane ee local 
board of health of coach cowmty and municipality shall meet quar- 
terly in the months of Jammrvy, April, July ond October, tad as 
much oftencr as they may doem necessary, and may adopt sll need- 
ful rules and resulations for the government of their respective 
pois d Bed faa to the provisions of this chapter. Thy shall 
establish the salaries of their resnuective hoilth officars, and 
snail rorulate ¢ a1 fess and charges inconnection with their own 

reeulntions; they shell act in conjumetion with the Deprrin mt of 
Public Wolfnare and roport quarterly to said department such facts 
in reference to the snnitary condition of their respective counties 
or municipalitics as thev may ceen iavortar't or necoss "ry, or as. 
roquired by the Departmont of Public Welfare: gegen: that if

hall be made nor allowed in any cas» for admitting any patimt or

Section 38-303. SUPE RGSS TON Or NUISANCES .-sSuch loenl board 
of horlth shall take cognizance of s11 unhealthy nuisances within 
the limits of their sanitary jurisdiction; snd evory porsen or 

corperaticon ref'using or noglecting, aftcr dun notice, to qerpay. 

with the roquiremonts of snid domrtrmont in this respect shell be 
liable te © pormity of not exeerding fifty dellsrs cr imprisonnont 
in the county jail for not more than sixty dovs, or to both such 
fine and inprisonment. All questions arising between leetl board 
as to jurisdiction of their relative duty in the abatement of any 
p.rticular nuisance shall bo referred te the Depnirtmont or? Public 
Yolfere for sottloment. 


Section 78-304, SANITARY ['SPRCTION OF PUBLIC BUILDINGS AND 
SCPOOLS.<-It shall be th; Cuty of all county boards of health. to 
provide for the examination by the soerctary into the sanitary 
eendition of all enunty buildings and jails and othor public 
institusions, »t lonst one> every yoar, bofore the first day of 
May, and as nanr said day as may be practicable, and such oxamine 
ing, officer shell Pile a conplete report within fiftesn deys after 
snid first day of May, with the Department cf Public Welfar:. It 
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shall also be the duty of all county boards of health to provide 
promptly ror the examination by the secretary into the sanitary 
and usable condition of any school building, school sits, school 
outbuilding, or school drinking water supply in the county, upon a 
request for such examination by the comty superintendent of public 
instruction. The examining officer shall file a complete report 
within fifteen davs after such oxamination of any school buildinz, 
school site, school outbuilding, or school drinking water supply with 
the Denartmoeit of Public Welfars. Upon the recsipt of the report 
that any school building, school site, schoo! outbuilding, or schnot 
drinking water supplv is unfit for use on account of insanitary or 
other improper conditions, it shall be the duty of the Department 
of Public Welfare to condemn said school building, school site, 
school outbuilding, or school drintines water supply, and report the 
seme to the county superintendent. It shall be tho duty of the 
county superintendent immsdintsiv upon the reesipt of such report 
of the condemartion of any school building, school sit=., sehool 
outbuildine, or school drinking water supply, to netify the board 
of truste3s of such renort, and if in vaeation tims thet school 
must not eemmence or bo hold in the district until such insanitary 
condition is atated, and if during tho time when sechool is in prer- 
ress, that school must evzase to be held within such district unl«ss 
at the expiration of twenty days alter such notices by ths county 
superintendent, the insnanitary cendition cemplained «f shall have 
been abated. 


Section 38-305. QUARANTINE DISTRICTS.--The board of health 
of ony county may declare quarantine therein or in any particular 
district or place therein, ageinst the introduction ef dangerous, 
contagious or infectisus disease prevailing in any state, county »r 
place, »~r of any cr all parsens and things liable to sprosad such 
dengcrous, contarinous end infecticus dissonse. The said county 
board has euthority and power to enforce such quarantine until the 

esame is raised by themselves and may confine such afflicted person 
or perrons liable to spread such dangerous, contagious or iniec- 
tious disease to the house or premises in which he or she resides, 
or, if deemed advisable, to a place to be provided for them for 
that purpose. And when any contagious or infectious dissase shall, 
in the opinion of the Department of Public Welfare, become or 
threaten to become epidemic in any city, village, or county, and 
the local authoritiss shall nerpleect or rofuse to enforce measures 
which, in the opinion of the Depertment of Public Welfar:, are 
officiont for its prevention, the department, or its cxecutive 
officer, may sppoint a medical or sanitary officer, and such 
assistants as he may require, and ruthorize him to enforee such 
orders or regulations os said department or its executive officer 
may degm nocessiry, the expense thereof to be paid by that munic- 
ipality or county in which such services are rendered out of its 
general fund. The term “dangsrous, contagious, or infectious 
disense" shall be construed ond undorstood to mean such disease 
or discases as the Department of Public Welfare shall designate 
as contagious or infectious and dangerous to the publie health.

Section 38-306. DUTISS OF LOCAL HEALTH JFFICURS--PENALTY FOR 
VIOLATIONS.--It shall be the duty of every county health officer, 
immediately after his appointment, totransmit to the Department of 
Public Welfare his full name and noest-office address; he shall ksep 
accurate record of the proceedings of the loenl board of which he 
is the secretary, as well as his own official acts, and furnish a 
report thereof monthly to the Department of Fublic Welfare; Drovided, 
howevor, that anv epidemic shall be reported immediatel:s, *ogother 
with such other information in refard to the senitary condition of 
his jurisdiction us he may deom interesting or valuablo for publics- 
tion in the annual renort of the depart.mt. He shall reesive for 
his services as health officer, such ressonable compensation as his 
board may allow to be paid cut of ths county treasury, this compen- 
sation to be fixed separatcly from: thet of the county physician, 
ane for sovery failur: or noplect of said health officsr to perform 
any of the duties prescrib™! in this chapter, he shall ta held 
euilty of a misdemeanor. Prery municipal or local health officer 
shall mike a similer report ss required by th: county health orficeert 
the secretary of the comty board of hsalth. 


Any heelth officer who shall refuse or neglect te oboar or ene 
force the rules and reguintions or orders of the Dspartmomt of 
Publie Welfars or who shall refuse or neglect te make srompt and 
accurate reports to the Dapartmmt of Public Welfare may be renewed 
as health officer by the depertment, and shall not «rrin be roe 
appointsad cxeept with its consent. 


Any member of a city or county board of health who shall villate 
or rofuse or nagicet to sbey or snforca any of the rulcs, repulse 
tions or orders of the Department of Public Woltar? or county bards 
of health made for the prevention, supprossicn, «r sontrel af eny 
dangerous, contagicus, sr infectious disease, or frr the protection 
of ths health -f the pecple of this state, shall be guilty of o 
misdemeansr, ind upen e-nvictic-n shall be fined not less thin ten 


dollars ner mers than $200.00, and shall bo romevad from .ffiee. 


Section 38-307. KPORTARLS LIS SAS SS--DUTY TO REPORT--Tivro- 
RARY OUARAN TI! Se-TESPRCTION OF LOCALTTY+-Psue LT! sS.--Any physician 
or other person called to attend any porson who is suffering from 
smallpox, cholera, plague, yellow fever, typhus fever, diphtheria, 
membranous croup, scarlet fever, typhoid fever, infantile paraly- 
Sis and cerebrospinal moningitis, or any other disense dangerous 
to the public health or reouired by the Department of Public Wei- 
fare to be reported, shall report the same within twenty-four hours 
to the health officer within whose jurisdiction such person is 
found, ¢iving in such report the name, efc, sex and color of the 
patient, and the house or place in which such person may be found; 
and in *the case of smallpox, cholera, plagues, yellow fever, dciph- 
theria, momtranous croup, scarlet fever, or infsntils paralysis 
and cerebrospinal meningitis, the attending physician shall at once 
declare a temporary quarantine, and shall prohibit entrance to or 
exit ‘from such house; such temporary quarantine to r-main in ef- 
fect only until such time as the proper heelth officer can be 
notificd and ean act in the matter. In like rannor it shall be the 
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duty of the head of the family, and of the owner or agent of the 
owner of the builaing in which a person resides who has any of the 
diseases herein named or provided against, or in which are the re- 
mains of a person having died of any such disease, immediately 
after becoming aware of the fact, to give notice thereof to the 
health officer. When complaint is made or a reasonable belief exists 
that an infectious or contagious disease prevails in any house or 
any other locality which has not been reported as hereinbefore re- 
quired, the board shall cause such house or locality to be inspected 
by its health officer, and on discovering that such infectious or 
contagious disease exists, the board may, as it deems best, send 
such person to a quarantine hospital or other place provided for 
such persons, or may restrain them or other persons exposed within 
said house from intercourse with other persons, and prehibit in- 
gress and egress to or from such premises. Any person, on whom a 
duty is imposed by the provisions of this section, who fails, 
neglects or refuses to perform ths ssme as herein required, and any 
person who viclates any regulations of the physicien attending a 
person afflected with any of the diseases abcve-menticned, shall be 
decmed guilty cf a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof, shall be 
fined a sum not exceeding fifty dvullars, or be imprisoned in the 
county jail net exceeding ninety days, or shall suffer both such 
fine and imprisonment. 


Section 38-308. QUARANTINE OF INFECTED PREMIS#S--~PaNALTY.-- 
It shall be the duty of the local board cf health when a ease of 
smallpox, cholera, plague, yellow fever, typhus fever, diphtheria, 
typhoid fever, scarlet fever, infantile paralysis, is rsported within 
its jurisdiction to at once cause the patient te be isolated and a 
quarantine curd placed upon ths isolation quarters. This sign shall 
prehibit entrance to or exit from such quarters without written per- 
mission from the board of health. If isolation is not practical, then 
the premises in which such patient resides shall be placed under quar- 
antine and prover signs pested to notify the public. Nc person quar- 
antined by a board of health on account ot having © contagious disease, 
or for having been exposed theretc, shall leave such quarantined house 
or place without the written permission cf the board of health. Every 
physician attending a person affected with any of the sfore-menticned 
diseases, shall use such precautionary measures tc prevent the spread 
of the diseases as may be required by the board of health. No person 
shall remcve, mar, deface or destrcy such quarantine card, which shall 
romain in place until after the patisnt has been removed from such 
house, or has recovered end is no longer eapable cf communicating the 
disease, and the suid house and the contents thereof have been put in 
sanitary condition under the direction of the board of health. In 
cases of measles, mumps, chickenpox, and whooping cough, ths board 
of health shall require the same report of cases. In case of measles, 
chickenpox, whocping cough, mumps, or either of them, the patient 
suffering from the diseuse shall be isolated, and « warning card 
placed on the quarters, and if isolation of ths patient is not practi- 
cable, then the premises in which such patient resides shall 
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be placed under quarantine. The board of health may employ as miny 
persons ss it deems necsssary to execute its orders and properly 
guard sny house or pince containing any person or persons affeets 
with any of the diseases named herein, or who have docn exposud 
thereto, «nd such persons shall be sworn in as quarsntine guards, 
shall have police powers, and mey use all noeessiry moans to enforce 
the provisions of this chartcr for tho provention of contarious or 
infectious @disonses, or tho orders of any loeal Beard of health mds 
in pursuance thereof.

Section 38-501, VENERSAL DISEASES DECLARED DANG#ROUS~-#XPOSING 
ANOTHER PERSON~-PENALTY.--Syphilis, gonorrhea snd chancroid, here- 
inafter designated as venereal disenses, are hercby declared to be 
contagious, infectious, communicable and dangerous to public health;

ferred to, or which refers to any medicine, article, device or 
preparation that may be used for the treatment, cure, or prevention 
of any of the diseases, infirmities, disabilities, conditions or 
habits mentioned in this chapter.

Section 38-707. SIRTH REPORTS NOT SHOWING COMPLIANCE-- 
CERTIFICATION TO PROSECUTING ATTORNEY.--It shall be the duty of the 
clerk of the county court of seach ccunty on or before thse fiftesnth 
day of each month te certify to the prosecuting attormey of his 
county all repcerts of births filed during the preceding calendar 
month which fail to show that the sclution hereinbefore provided for 
was instilled. 


Section 38-708. PENALTY FOR VIOLATION.--Whoever being a

Section 38-401. CONTRACTS WITH HOSPITALS.--The Department of 
Public Health of the State of Idahc, in addition to all other 
powsrs granted it by law, is hereby authacrized and empowered ta 
enter inte contracts with hospitals mesting the minimum staudards 
set forth by the American Hospital Association, located within the 
State of Idahc, for the care end treatment of persons sufferiag 
from active tuberculosis when such person cr persuns have been 
designated for such care and treatment as hercinafter provided. 


Secticn 38-402. TERMS DEFINED. --Words and terms employed in 
this chapter shall be held to mean and be construsd as follows:

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"f. The terms ‘physical and clinical findings’ shell mean the 
physical findings recorded after a personal exaaination by a county 
physician or any physician duly licensed to practics medicine under 
the laws of the State of Idaho, or as may be required by regulations 
promulgated by the Department of Public Welfare. 


Section 38-403. DESIGNATION FOR CARE AT HOSPI'TAL--ADTHORIZING 
SEGREGATION OF NON-RESIDENTS AND RESIDENTS POR LESS THAN ON& YEAR-- 
SEGREGATION FOR PROTECTION OF PUBLIC HEALTH--PROCEDURE.--Any person 
who has been a resident of the State of Idaho continuously for one 
year immediately prior tc the making application thersfor, may upon 
his personal petition or upon tae petition of bis parent or guardian 
be designated for care and treatment at a hospital, mentioned in 
Section 38-401 and at the expense of the state and county, (sach bear- 
ing equal shares, save as to transportation) upon compliance with the 
procedure hersinoafter set forth. 


In the interests of, public health end for the protection of the 
public, the said Department of Public Health and the Commissioner 
thereof is hereby empowered and authorized tc segregate and hospital- 
ize any person, who, although a resident of the State of Iduhc, nas 
not resided in the State of Idahe continuously ror one year immedi- 
ately prior to such time, upon the personal petition of any such per- 
son or upon the petition of his parent or guardian, and the Commissioner 
of Public Health if he deem it in the interests of public health and 
necessary for the protection of the public may designato any such per- 
son for care and treatment at a hospital, mentioned in Seeticn 38-401 
and at the expense of the state and county (each besring equal shares, 
Save as to transportation) and such avplication for hospitalization by 
any such person shali be made in accordence with the procedure herein- 
after set forth. 


The Department of Public Health, and the Commissioner thereof, 
is hereby further empowered to segregate and hospitalize any non- 
resident in the interests of publics health and for the protection of 
the public untii any such non-resident may be returned te the place of 
his permanent residence, snd upon the personal petition of such non- 
resident or upon the petition of his parent cor guardian, and if the 
Commissioner of Public Healti& deom it in the interests of the public 
health end necessary for tke protection of the public that such non- 
resident be segregated and hospitalized, such non-resident may be 
Gesignated by the said Commissioner of Public Health for segregation 
at a hospital, mentioned in Sectiun 39-401 and eat the expense of the 
state. 


Such applicant shall file a petition duly verified under his 
oath with the Department of Public Health setting cut the foliowing: 
His name, age, und place of residence, and if a resident of this state, 
the period of such residence, and that be is suffering from active 
tuberculosis; that he is unable tc pay for such csre and treatment, 
either in whole or in part, ond desires to secure tho same under the 
provisions of this chapter. Said petition shall also set cut an 
itemized statement of ail property owned by said petitioner or by the 
parent or guardian (if a guardian of the person and estate ur guardian 
of estate only) and the reasons why said applicant is financially 
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unable to pay for his own care and treatment in whole or in part. 
Attached to such petition shall he the certificate of the "tubsreu- 
losis specialist," herein provided for, certifying that has person- 
ally examined the "physical ond clinical findings" of such person, 
and that in bis opinion such person is suffering from active tubercu- 
losis, and would be benefited through hospitalization and treatment. 
Such certificete of the said "tuberculosis specialist” shall further 
set forth whether in the opinion of the said "tuberculosis specialist" 
it would be in the interests of the public health ond necessary for 
the protection of the public that any such person be hospitalized anda 
treated. | 


The said Commissioner of Public Health shull upon the filing of 
such petition as hergvinabove provided with the said Depurtment of Public 
Health on the basis of such petition and upon such other and further 
proof and evidence, sither oral or documentary, as he may require, 
determine whether or not any such person shall be hospitalized and treated 
as in this chapter provided and may order that any such persen should be 
hospitalized and treated. Upon such order the said Commissionsr of 
Public Health shall submit the petition of any such person, such other 
documentary proof and evidence as may have been required by tne said 
Commissioner of Public Hoalth, sand such order to the chairman cf the 
Board cf Comity Commissioners of the county wherein the said person to 
be hospitalized and treated resides, if a resident cof the State of Tdahs. 
At the earliest convenient time thereafter, the Board cf County Conmmis- 
sioners of the county whersin such applicant resides on the basis of 
such application, such proof and documentary evidence as may have beon 
required by the Commissioner of Public Hexslth, and the said order of the 
Comissioner of Public Health and after requiring such furtuer preof as 
they may deem necessary, shall make their order cither agreeing or declin-~- 
ing to contribute to the expenses of such hospitalization and care for 
any such person, and such order of said Boara wf County Commissioners 
shall be endorsed on the order theretofors made by the said Commissioner 
of Public Health, and promptly thereafter the said Beard of Cuunty Con- 
missioners shall return such application, documentary preof and order 
with the action of the said Board endorsed thereon to the Department of 
Public Health. If such action of the Board of County Commissioners be 
adverse to the finding and order of the Department of Public Health, and 
the said Beard of County Commissioners decline to contribute tc tie 
expenses of hospitalization and treatment of any resident, the said Con-

OR BY COUNTY COMMISSIONSR--HEARTNG UPON APPEAL.--Any person dissitisfiod 
with the action of tiie Department of Public dealth or of the bonrd of 
County Commissioners on any application hereunder may appeal therefrom 
to the district court of the county wherein he resides at any time 
within thirty days after the rendition of the adverse ruling or order 
by either such Department of Public Health cr said Beurd of County Con- 
missicners. Such appeal shall be taken by filing « notice thereof in 
the district ccurt and sarving a copy therecf cn seach the Department of 
Public Health and Board of County Commissioners. Such notice shall bo 
in such form as tc indicate to the Department cf Public Heslth and to 
the Beard of County Commissioners that such perty is cbjecting to the 
action taken by either the Department of Pudlic Heslth or the Board of 
County Commissionsrs and that ths applicant desires to appeal therofren 
and no particular form shall be required sr preseribded for such notice 
of appeal. 


When & party so appeals tc the said district court a hearing upon 
the petition of the applicant shall be tried anew in the district ccurt. 
Upon receiving such notice of appeal, the Department of Public Health 
must transmit within five days from the filing of such notice te the 
clerk of the district court of tie ccunty wherein such applicant re- 
Sides, the original petition, application and such cther documentary 
proof and evidenes as may have been required by either the Department 
of Public Hewlth or said Beard of County Commissioners ani the order of 
the Department of Public Health and the ssid Board of County Commission- 
ers. The clerk of the cistrict court in end for the county wkercin 
applicant resides shall receive and file such appsal, without fee, sand 
the judge cf said court shall at the earliest convenient time thereafter, 
hear testimony in support of said petition and appeal, and if he shall 
be satisfied from the evidence adduced st such hearing that said peti- 
tioner is suffering from said disease in an active stove, and is finan- 
cially unable to pay the cost and expense of his care and trestment, in 
whole or in part, he shall make on order directing that the said person 
be treated and eared for at the expense of the state and county, under 
the provisions of this chapter. It is the intent hereof that such hear- 
ing shall be informal and solely for the purpose of establishing the 
facts of the petition as to whether or not the petitioner is entitled te 
such treatment and care and is unable to pay for the same, in whole or 
in part, and it shall not be neccssary that an attorney represent such 
petitioner at such hearing. 


EXPENS#S OF TRANSPORTATION.--The county of which 
said petitioner cr applicant is a resident shail poy the cost and oxpense 
ef the transportation of @ person designated for such care wand trentient 
to and from his or her home to said institution with which seid depart- 
ment shall have entered into a contract for the care and treatment of 
such persons, 
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Section 38-406. EXAMINATION OF APPLICANTS,--REPORT OF FINDINGS--~- 
APPROVAL OR DISAPPROVAL.--It shall be the duty of the county physician 
of each county to examine, without cost, all persons who desire to make 
application to be treated and cared for under the provisions of this 
Chapter, and to make “physical and clinical findings" on such forms and 
under such regulations as may be prescribed by the Department of Public 
Welfare, and transmit the same to said department where said findings 
and records shall be passed upon by the "tuberculosis specialist" here-~ 
in provided for, and the “public health advisor," who shall thereupon 
either approve or disapprove the same, and if they approve, shall return 
the same with their conclusions to be attached to said petition for 
filing in said district court. 


Section 38-407. ORDER OF COURT--ASSIGNWESNT OF PATISNT TO HOSPITAL, --

another deliverod to said petitioner, if designated for care and treat- 
ment. The commissioner of said department shall file said order which 
shall be authority for him to issue instructions to the county com- 
missioners of the county from which said patient comes, assigning said 
patient to an institution with which he has contracted, and his assign- 
ment thercto shall be final, 


Scetion 38-408. TUBESRCULOSIS SPHCIALIST--&PPCINTMSNT AND ROMOVAL-- 
SALARY--ADDITIONAL it{EDICSAL SBRVICHS.-- For the purpose of carrying 
out the provisions of this chapter, the commissioner of public welf*re 
is hereby authorized and directed to appoint a ‘tuberculosis specialist.' 
Said tuberculosis specialist shall be a physicien recognized by the 
national tuberculosis association as a tuberculosis specialist. He 
shail be subject to the supervision, direction and control of the con- 
missioner of public welfare, shall be removable at the pleasure of said 
commissioner, and his duties shall be such as are specified in this 
chapter. The salary of said tuterculosis specialist shall be fixed 
by the commissioner of public welfars at not more than 9250 per month, 
and tnh-vitt of the maximum Lintts of such compensrtion, he shall be 
requircd’ to devote only such part of his time te the duties of such 
employment as are required for the performance thereof and may, cutside 
the time required for the discharge of said duties, have other business 
or employment. The commissioner may also, within the Limits of the 
appropriation available therfor, employ such additionel medical services 
and assistance as he may decm necessary to fully carry out this chapter. 


Section 38-409, DUTIES OF TUBERCULOSIS SPaCIALIST.-- in 
addition to other dutiss prescribed, it shall be duty of sid 
tuberculosis spcecinlist without compensation other than herein pro- 
vided, to make @ careful physicnl examination of ell applicants on 
admission to hospitals under this chapter, and at the time of their 
discharge and at such other times as may be required, to keep such 
records and make such reports to the commissioner concerning paticnts 
receiving treatment hereunder and of ell applicants hereunder as 
seid commissioner shall direct, to attend 211 persons who sre cd- 
mitted to hsspitals for treatment, under this chapter, and prescribe 
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and supervise their care and treatment in such hospitals, and to 
perform such other duties as are elsewhere in this chapter provided 
or as may be reguired of him by the commissioner of public welfars 
in carrying out the terms ond provisions hereof.

INSPECTION OF HOSPITAUS--T RUS OF CONTRACTS-- 
RTPORT OF COMMISSIONER OF PUBLIC WELFPARE.--The commissioner of the 
Department of Public Welfare shall »t such intervals as he ceems 
necessary visit and inspect or cause to be visited and inspected, 
such institutions or the places of care and treatment of the por- 
sons with whem he has entered into contracts on behalf of the state

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Section 38-417. ENABLING THE STATES OF IDAHO TO ACCEPT FADERAL 
AID.--The State of Idaho is hereby authorized to cooperate with the 
Federal Government or eny established agency thereof, in any progran 
tor the hospitalization, care md treatmont of tuberculosis pxticnts. 
The Commissioner of Public Health is hereby empowered to accept any 
advisable program and to make any necessary regulations which are not 
in contravention of the purposss of this Act. The Treasurer cf the 
State of Idaho is hereby authorized und directed to accept any funds 
or grents, in aid from the Federal government for hospitalization, 
care and treatment of tuberculosis patients and to hold said funds in 
@ special trust fund hereby created, which shall be known as the 
"Anti-tuberculosis Fund." Expenditures from such fund shall ve in 
hanner provided by law and in conformance with the provisions of 
Federal requirements.

HOTZ LEPINLD,--Every building or structure 
kept, used or maintained as, or advertised as, or held out to the 
public to be an inn, hotel or public lodging house or place vhere 
sleeping accommodations are furnished for hire to transient cucsts, 
whether with or without meals, in which cizht or more rooms are used 
for the accommodation of such guests shall, for the purpose of this 
chapter, be defined to be a hotel, and whenever the word hotel shall 
occur in this chapter, it shall be constru7d to mean overy sud¢h 
structure as is described in this section. 


Seetion 38-1302. HOTEL vaAY,--It is hereby held and construcd 
that rates per day for furnished rooms shall mean for twenty-four 
hours, or any part thereof, following the time of acceptance of a 
room by a cucst. 


Section 38-1303. K:ThS TO BE POSTHD,--All rates shall be made 
by the management of hotels and posted in a conspicuous place in 
said hotels, and rates shall be based on a twenty-four hour dey. 


Section 38-1304. Fis sSCaPsS Ti HOTsiLS MORE Thus TwO STORIES 
HIGH,--Ivery hotel that is more than two stories high shall be pro- 
vided with a hall on each floor extending from one outside wall to 
the other in such a manner that every room upon such floor shall open 
upon such hall, or across hall connected therewith. Thsre shall be 
squipped at the end of such hall an iron firo cscape on the outside 
of the buildings connected on each floor above the first, with at 
least two openinres, which shall be well fastened and secured with 
landings not less than six feet in length and three feet in width, 
guarded by an iron railing not less than three feet in heirht. 

Such landinrs shall be connected by iron stairs not less than two 
feet wide and with steps of not less than six inches tread; placed 
at an anrle of not more than forty-five derrees and protected by a 
well secured hand rail on both sides and reaching to within eight 
feet of the ground, with a drop ladder twelve inches wide, reaching 
from the lower platform to the fround, and such stairs shall have 
attached on the outside thereof an iron laddsr for the use of fire 
men.

The way of erress to such fire escapes shall, at all 
tines be kept free and clear of a11 obstructions of any and evary 
naturee There shall be posted and maintained in a conspicuous place 
in exch hall and each suest's room, except the halis and rooms on 
the rround floor of such hotel, a printed notice in characters not 
less than two inches hich, and printed in red ink, calling attention 
to and directing the way to such fira cseapes. 4 red light shall 

be maintained in buildings over two stories high, on each floor, at 
the end of the hall, directly in front of the fire escape. 


Seetion 38-1305, FIKea use.rPiS Til HOTsLS TwO STUkIsS HIGH, -- 
Every hotel which is two stories in height, or which is not provided 
with such fire escapes as ere described in section 38-1304, shall 
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provide in every outside bedroom or sleenins apartment on any floor 
where the windows of such room are more than twelve feet above the 
fround, 2 manila rope at least five-eirhths of an inch in diameter 
and of sufficient leneth to reach the ground, with knots or loops 
net more than fifteen inches apart and of such strength to sustain 
the weight and strain of at least 500 pounds. Such rope shall be 
securely fastened to the joist or studding of the building as near 
the window as practicable and shall be kept coiled in plain sirht at 
aii times, nor shall such rope be covered by curtains or other ob- 
structions.

Fira saATINGUIGnuS ab nOot.--Each and every 
hotel shrill be provided with at least one officient chemical fire 
extinguisher, approved by the netional board of wilerwriters, for 
each 2500 square feet or less of floor area, which extinguisher or 
extinguishers shall b>: placed in a convenient loeation in a public 
hallway outside of the sleeping rooms, and in all public rooms, and 
shall always be in a eoendition for use; or, in licu thereof, such 
hotel shall be ecuipped with a standvipe at least one and one-auarter 
inches in diameter, with hose connection anc hose of sufficient Lensth, 
alwavs attached in the hallway on each floor, which standpipe shell 
be eouipped with a sufficient pressure of water at all times, 


Seetion 38-1307. GONGS,--Each and every hotel shall be pro- 
vided with a gone at least nine inches in diameter on each floor, 
which shall be placed in the hallway in such a position that it will 
be easy of access and so that its ringins can be heard in every 
room, and means for ringing such font shall be provided, which may 
ba operated from the office or from the location of any such sonss 
and shall be sufficient to kesp all of said gonzs ringing continuously 
for at least three minutes after being started, 


Section 38-1308, SHsS,--No ashes from any hotel shall be dumped 
or kept in, or adjacent theretec, or in any outhouse connected with 
any hotel unless the same be placed in a tirht, metal container with 
& tight, metal lid kept thereon. 


Section 3821309. InvIVILU.L Tuwitls,--It shall be unlewful for 
each and every hotel having a public wash room to have whnt is know: 
AS @ common towel, but shall keep at all times a sufficient supply 
of individual clean towels in sight and easy of access to puests. 


Section 38-1310, SaNLdakY nuGULATIONS,--isnenever any room in 
any hotel shall have been occupied by any person having a contagious 
or infectious diseass, the said room shall be thorouchly fumigated 
under the direction of the health officer, and all beddine therein 
thoroughly disinfected, tefore said room shall be occupied by any 
other person; but, in any event, such room shall not te let to any 
person for e least fortyecight hours after such fumigation or dise- 
infection. 


411 bedrooms shall be kept free from vermin and the bedding in 
use shall be clean and sufficient in quantity and cuality: all sheets 
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shall be at least eight feet in leneth; each -uest shal] be furnished 
with at least two clean towels; in case bedrooms are carpeted, the

The walls and ecilings of all bedrocnms, 
halls, stairways, corridors, lobbies, toilst rooms and bath rooms, 
shall be kept elsun and free from dust, dirt, strains, ate., and shall 
be kalsomine’, painted or papcred as often as may be deomed necos- 
sary by the inspector to placs them in a sanitery condition. #11 
toilet rooms shell have outside ventilation. 


Seetion 38-1311. PLUMBIIG,--Every hotel shall be well drained, 
constructsd and plumbed according to the sanitary rules of the Ve- 
partment of Publie Welfare and lews off the state, and shall bs Kept 
eleen and in a sanitary condition and free from offluvia srising 
from any sewer, drain, privy or other source within the control of 
the owvmer, manager, arent or other person in charge, and shall be 
provided with water closets or privies proverly screened for sep- 
arate use of males and females, which water closets or vrivies shall 
be disinfected as oftan as mav be necessary to keep them at all 
times in o sanitary condition. 


Section 38-1312. ELVsT0iS.--Every hotel owner, manager, arent 
or person in charge of every hotel which is equivped with a passenrer 
or freight elevator shall cause the shaftway of such elevator or 
elevators to be inclosed with an iron sheeting, or other fire-proof 
material as nearly air-tight ac is practicable, and shall provide 
automatic flocr traps at each floor in such she ft, all ef such 
applianess to be built in the most approved mannzr for the preven- 
tion of the spread of fire by means of such shaft. 


Seetion 38-1313, ORINKING wiATik,--It shell be tho euty of 
every person conducting or operating a hotel, public inn, or lodginr 
house to see that the drinking water supplied by said hotel, public 
inn, or lodsing house is pure and free from disease garms. The 
source of supply must be far enouch removed from privy vaults or 
other means of contamination to prevent drainage from said vaults to 
the wells or other source of supply, and the water supply shall be 
subject to examination by the Department of Public Welfare, and, 
when found unfit for drinking purposss, its use must be discontinusd 
forthwith. 


Section 3841314. ANNUAL InSpycfluy. oF POOL VENDING eSTaABLISH- 
I AITS --CERTI PICA TE--SAHITARY RuGULaATIONS,--It shall be the duty of 
the Lepartment of Public Welfare to make an inspection at least once 
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a year, of all rrocery stores, bakeries, candy factories or kitchens, 
confectionery stores, milk or cream stations, creameries, cheese face 
tories, meat markets, vemetable and fruit markets or stands, or other 
places where food products are made, sold or hardled, restaurants, 
boarding houses, cafes or any other place where meals are served to 

the public, soda founteins, ice cream parlors or stands, or other places 
where drinks are offered for sale, and, if found to be in a sanitary 
condition, shall issue e certificate of inspection to all such establtish- 
mentse Said certificate shall be posted up in a conspicuous place in 
said inspected buildinr, and shall b3 liable to be revoked at any time, 
and the place be closed bv said department, if such pramises sholl be- 
come insanitary, or said business shall not be condueted in conformity 
to the provisions of this law; 2nd shall not be reopened until it bas 
been placed in a sanitary condition, and approved by the said denartment. 
All food, food products or beverages offered or intonded for sale for 
human consumption must bo fully and cffectively protectsd from flies, 
dust, or other sources of contamination at all times, anid where fresh, 
smoked or salted meats and dried or svaporated fruits in bulk ar: dise 
played for sale, they must be properly covered or protected Prom flies, 
dust or other contaminetion. All sidewalk displays of fruits, varctables, 
or other food products must be on stands cr other structures at an 2lte 
vation of at lanst eirhtsen inches ahove the sidewalk or ground. No 
rusted tin or iron vessel shall be'used in cooking or preparing food 
products or beverages offered or exposed for sale or intended for sale 
for human conswaption, and all food products or beverages shall be 

kept in a clean and suitable pince, free from rampness and contact with 
dirty water. The floors, closets, cupboards, walls and other parts 

of the kitchens, pantries, sculleries, and all other places where such 
food, food products, or beverages, are kept, cooked or prepared, stall 
at all times be kept clean and sanitary, and no dust or presse shall 

be allowed to collect tisreon or therein. .All windows, doors and 

other openines shall be properly and effectively screened to prevent 

the entry of flics, and no restaurant, store, bakery, or other plece 
where food, food products or beverages are served, kept or sole, shall 
be considerad to be in a sanitary condition if infested with flios, 
roaches or other vermin. 


Section 38-1315. ‘“NFORCSMMNT OF LAW.--It shall be the duty of 
the dopartmert upon ascertaining by inspection or otherwise, that any 
hots] or restaurant or other place or thing required or e.llowsad br 
this chapter to be inspected is being enrried on contrary to tho pro- 
visions of this chapt«r, to meke complairt and cause the arrest of 
the person so viclatinr the same, and it shall be the duty of the 
prosecuting attorney in such a case to prepare all necessary papers 
and conduct such prosecutions. 


Section 38-1316, INSP8CTOR'S BOOKS OPEN TO PUBLIC.--[t shall 
be the duty of the Department cf Public Welfare to see that alj the 
provisions of this chapter are complied with and an official of said 
department shall personally inspect, once in each year, everv hotel 
as defined by this chapter. Such officials are hereby granted police 
power to enter any hotel at rensonable hours to determine whether the 
provisions of this chapter are being complied with. The department 
shall keep a complete set of bocks for public use and inspection, 
showins the conditions of each hotel so inspseted, together with the 
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name or names of the owners, proprietors and managers thereof, and .

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MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS 
BARBERS 


Section 53-602, PRACTICE DEFINED.--Any one or any combination of 
the following practices (when done upon the upper part of the human body 
for cosmetic purposes and not for the treatment of disease or physical 
or mental ailments and when done for payment either directly or indirectly 
or without payment for the public generally) constitutes the practice of 
barbering: 


Shaving or trimming the beard or cutting the hair; 

Giving facial and scalp massage or treatments with oils, creams, 
lotions or other preparations, either by hand or mechanical 
appliances; 

Singeing, shampooing or dyeing the hair or applying hair tonic; 

Applying cosmetic preparations, antiseptics, powders, oils, clays 
or lotions to scalp, face, neck or upper part of the body. 


Section 53-623, PHYSICAL EXAMINATION REQUIRED OF PRACTITIONERS-- 
INSPECTION RULES,--All persons licensed and practicing, in this state, 
under the provisions of this chapter, shall be required to comply with 
Chapter 12 of title 38, and submit to the same physical examination as 
required of persons handling and preparing food to be sold or delivered 
to the public in general and procure a like certificate, Inspection of 
barbers and barber shops for the purpose of enforcing the provisions of 
this chapter shall be made by the Department of Public Welfare. The De- 
partment of Law Enforcement shall have authority to make reasonable rules 
and regulations for the administration of the prowisions of this chapter 
and prescribe sanitary requirements for barber shops and barber schools, 
subject to the approval of the Department of Public Welfare, officers of 
which, or their agents, shall have authority to enter upon and to inspect 
any barber shop or barber school at any time during business hours. A 
copy of the rules and regulations adopted by the Department of Law En- 
forcement shall be furnished by the said Department of Law Snforcement te 
the owner and manager of each barber shop and barber school, end such copy 
shall be posted in a conspicuous place in such barber shop or barber school. 


Section 53*701. BARBER SHOPS, HAIRDRESSING PARLORS, AND PUBLIC 
BATHING PLACES,--INSPSCTION,--In the interest of the public health and 
to prevent the spread of contagious and infectious diseases, the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare is charged with the sanitary supervision of all 
barber shops, hairdressing parlors, public bathhouses, public bathrooms 
and public bathing places in the Statc of Idaho, 


Section 53-702, BARBER SHOPS, HAIRDRESSING PARLORS, AND PUBLIC 
BATHING PLACES--RULES AND REGULATIONS.--The Department of Public Welfare 
is hereby directed and empowered to inspect the places mentioned in sec- 
tion 53-701, and to make such rules and regulations as are necessary to 
safeguard the public health and to prevent the spread of contagious or 
infectious diseases, which rules and regulations shall be posted and 
published in the manner provided in section 36-303, and any person vio- 
lating any such rules or regulations, when so posted and published, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined a 
sum not to exceed fifty dollars, 
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Section 53-703, BARBER SHOPS, HAIRDRESSING PARLORS, AND PUBLIC 
BATHING PLACES--CERTIFICATE,--Upon any such establishment herein being 
found to be in a sanitary condition, by the Department of Public Wel- 
fare, and *. complying with the regulations provided for in the preceding 
section, a certificate shall be issued by said department, without any 
cost, good for the year inwhich it is issued, which shall be kept posted 
in a conspicuous place, The owner, lessee, or manager of any barber shop, 
hairdressing parlor, public bathroom, bathhouse, or bathing resort who 
operates his business in violation of this provision shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and punished as provided in the preceding section, 


DOMESTIC WATER AND ICE 


Section 36-1201. MANUFACTURE AND STORAGE OF ICE,--Ice manufactured 
or stored for human consumption shall be made from pure water, and shall 
be kept stored in clean places free from all filth, offal, refuse, and 
polluted waters end separate and removed from contact with animal or 
vegetable matter, and not in proximity to any cesspool, privy vault or 
sewer, nor in places where such ice may be subject to contamination from, 
or in the action of, acids, oils, noxious, offensive of injuricus gases, 
smoke or vapors; and all ice manufactured or stored in violation of this 
section shall be deemed polluted ice and not fit for human consumption; 
and it shall be unlawful to sell, offer for sale, or store for sale such 
polluted ice, for human consumption. 


Section 36-1202, DOMSSTIC WATER TO BE PURE,-s4ny person or persons, 
corporation or corporations, or officers of = municipality, owning or 
maintaining any plant or system for the supply to the inhabitants of this 
state, or any part thereof, of water for domestic purposes shall keep the 
same clean and free from all impurities, accumulation of sediment, offal, 
refuse, dead animals, and all other foreign substances which tend to 
injure the health of the consumers of such water, The standard for water 
purification in the State of Idaho shall be that in force in the United 
States Interstate Quarantine Regulations, 


Section 36-103. VIOLATIONS A MISDEMEANOR,--Any person, persons, 
corporation or corporations or officers of a municipality, failing or 
neglecting to comply with any of the provisions of this chapter shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor,

POLLUTION 


Section 17+2701,. PUBLIC NUISANCE DEFINED.--Anything which is 
injurious to health, or is indecent, or offensive to the senses, or an 
obstruction to the free use of property, so as to interfere with the 
comfortable enjoyment of life or property by an entire community or 
neighborhood, or by any considerable number of persons, or unlawfully 
obstructs the free passage or use, in the customary manner, of any navi-e 
gable lake, or river, stream, canal or basin, or any public park, square, 
street, or highway, is 4 public nuisance. 


Section 17-2703, PUNISHMINT FOR NUISANCE.--Every person who main- 
tains or commits any public nuisance, the punishment for which is not 
otherwise prescribed, or who wilfully omits to perform any legal duty 
relating to the removal of a public nuisance, is guilty of a misdemeanor, 


Section 17-2705. EXPOSURE OF PERSON WITH CONTAGIOUS DISEASE, -- 
Every person who wilfully exposed himself or another afflicted with any 
contagious or infectious disease, in any public place or thoroughfare, 
except in his necessary removal in a manner the least dangerous to the 
public health, is guilty of a misdemeanor, 


Section 17-2706. EXPOSURE OF ANIMAL CARCASSES,--Every person who 
puts the carcass of any dead animal, or the offal of any slaughter pen, 
corral or butcher shop, into any river, creek, pond, street, alley, 
public highway or road in common use, or who attempts to destroy the 
same by fire within one-fourth of a mile of any city, town or village, 
is guilty of a misdemeanor, 


Section 17-2710. LEAVING CARCASSES NEAR HIGHWAYS, DWELLINGS AND 
STREAMS, AND POLLUTION OCF WATER USED FOR DOMESTIC PURPOSES,--Any person 
who shall knowingly leave the carcass of any animal within a quarter of 
a mile of any inhabited dwelling, or on, along or within a quarter of a 
mile of any public highway or stream of water, for a longer period than 
twenty-four hours, without burying the same, and by such exposure or 
burial within 200 feet of any stream, canal, ditch, flume, or other ire 
rigation works shall pollute or contaminate, so as to render unfit for 
domestic use, any natural stream of water, or the water in any canal, 
ditch, flume, or other irrigatiom works, used by others for domestic 
purposes, shall be guilty of 2 misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall 
be fined any sum not to exceed $100.00, 


Section 34-201, QUARTZ MILLS--RESERVOIRS AND DUMPS TO BH INCLOSED,-- 


The owner or operator of any quartz mill must inclose with a good and 
substantial fence, sufficient to turn stock, 211 reservoirs and dumps or 
other material, known to contain that which is injurious to the health 
of stock, 


Section 34-202, LIABILITY FOR FAILURE TO INCLOSE,--Evcry person 

who fails to comply with the provisions of the last section is liable 
to the owner of any stock injured by drinking the water or acids that 
flow from such mill, in twice the damage sustaincd. 
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Section 35-1001. MILLS MUST NOT POLLUTE STREAMS, --It shall be 
unlewful for the owner or owners of any sawmill, reduction works, or any 
of the employees thereof, or any other persons or persons, whoisoever, 
to deposit, throw in or in any way permit to pass into any stream or lake 
any sawdust, chemicals or other substances that will or may tend to the 
destruction of driving away from such waters, any fish, or kill any fish 
by the use of poison or deleterious drugs or by the use of any explosive. 
substance or to explode or cause to be exphoded, any powder, hercules 
powder, dynamite, nitroglycerine, lime gas, or other explosive substances, 
for the purpose of catching, killing or destroying any kind of fish: 
Provided, that if it shall become necessary for any person or persons to 
use any of said explosives for the purpose of internal improvements in 
any of the streams or lakes of this state, such person or persons before 
using such explosives must procure permission from the state fish and 
game warden or deputy warden of the county in which said explosives are 
to be used: Provided furthsr, that nothing in this act contained shall 
prevent the lowners of any quartz mill or reduction works in this state,

Section 38-204, DEAD BODISS--PiRMITS FOR BURIAL,REMOVAL, AND 
TRANSPORATION,--The body of any person whose denth occurs in the stxite 
shall not be interred, depesited in a vault or tomb, cremated or othor- 
wise disposed of, or removed fra or inte sny registration district or 
be temporarily held pending further disposition more than seventy-two 
hours after death, until a permit for Lurisl, remove) or other disposi- 
tion therecf shall hove been properly issued by the local registror of 
the registration district in which the death occurred. And no such 
burial or removal permit shail be issued by any registrar until c com- 
plete and satisfactory certificate of death has been filed with him as 
hereinafter provided: provided, that when a dead body is transported 
by common carrier into a registration district in Idaho for burial, then 
the transit and removal permit, issued in accordance with the law and 
health regulations of the place where the death occurred, when said 
death occurs outside the Stste of Idaho, shall be accepted by the local 
registrer of the district into which the body has been transported for 
burial or other disposition, and burial permits issued by other stetes 
shall be accepted by cemeteries of this state as full and finél oue 
thority for burial. Such permits shall be treated as if they had been 
issued by this stute. They shall be endorsed by the cemetery sexton 
and permancntly retained ip $e sexton's files, but shall plseinly enter 
upon the face of the burial permit thse fact that it was = body shipped 
in for interment, and give the actual place of death; and « burial permit 
shall not be recuired from the local registrar of the district in which 
interment is made, when a body is removed from one district in Idaho to 
another in the stats for purpose of burial or other disposition, either 
by common carricr, hearse, or other convey.nce after having been once 
issued at the plece, or district, wh:re the death occurred; and no local 
registrar chall, as such, require from undertakers or persons scting as 
undertakers any fee for the privilege of burying dead bodies,

to contain, in plece of the name of the child, the work “stillbirth," 
The medical certificate of the cause of death shall be signed by ths 
attending physician, if any, and shall state the cause of death as still- 
born, with the cause of the stillbirth, if known, whether & premature 
birth, and, if born prematurely, the period of uterine geststion in 
months, if known: 2nd © burial or removal permit in the usugl form shell 
be required. Midwives shall not sign certificrtes of death for stillborn

The medical certificate shall be made and signed by the physician, 
if any, lest in attendance on the deceased, who shall specify the time 
in attendance, the time he last saw the deceased alive and the hour of 
the day at which death occurred. And he shall further state the cause 
of death, so as to show the course of disease or seauence of causes 
resulting in death, ziving the primary causs, ond also the centribu- 
tory cnuses, if any, and the duration of each. Indefinite and unsatis- 
factory terms, indicating only symptoms of disease or conditions result- 
ing from @isease, will not be held sufficient for issuing a burial or 
removal permit: and anv certificate containing only such terms as de- 
fined by the state registrar as indefinite and unsatisfactory, shall. be 
returned to the physician for correction and definition. The internation- 
al classification of the causes of denth shall be used by 211 physicians 
in stating the cause of death in the medical certificate.

Section 38-207. CERTIFICATES OF DEATH IN CAS&S WITHOUT MEDICAL 
ATTENDENCE.--In case of any death occurring without medical attendance 
it shall be the duty of the undertaker or person acting as such to 
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notify tho locnl registrar of such death and if the loenl registrer is a 
is a qualified physician he shall, at once, investigate the circum- 
stances of the case and from the results of such investigation make a 
certificate and return of death, noting this fact unon the certificate; 
provided, that, when the local health officer is not a qualified phy- 
sician, or when there is no such official, and in such cases only, the 
registrar is authorized to make the certificate and return from the

Section 38-208. DUTIES OF UNDERTAKGR--DUTY OF TRANSPORTATION 
COMPANIES .--The underteker, or person actinr as undertaker, shall be 
responsible for obtaining and filing the certificate of death with 
the local registrar of the district in which the death occurred, and 
securing a burial or removal permit, prior to any disposition of the 
body. He shall obtain the personal and statistical particulars rsouired 
from the person best aualified to supply them, over the signature and 
address of his informant. He shall then present the certificate to 
the attending physician, if anv, or to the health officer or coroner, 
as directed by the local registar, for the medical csrtifieato of the 
cause of death and other particulsre necersary to complete the record, 
as specified in section 58-207; and he shall then state the facts roe 
guired relative to the date and place of burial, over his signature 
and with his address, and present the complsted certificate to the 
jocal registrar, who will issue a permit for burial, remowl or other 
disposition of the body.

Provided, alse, that in case of any contagious and infectious disease 
where remains are to be shipped to points in other states, permission 
nust first be obtained from the secretary of the State Board of Health 
of such state. The Dapartmant of Public “elfare may also issue 9 special 
disinterment permit for legal purpeses. This permit for legal purpes«s 
shall be granted only upon application of a prosscuting attorney or the 
attorney-general of this state, stating therszin such facts which meke it 
evident to the Department ef Public Welfare that the ends of justice 
require that disintorment be permitted. Such spocial disinterment for 
legal purposes shall be fcoverned by rules and regulations promulgatad 
by the Yepartment of Public Yelfars and a synonsis of the same shall 
be printed on the back of every such special disinterment permit for 
legal purposes. 


Section 28-211. DUTIGS OF S¥XTON.--No sexton or person in 
charge of any premises in which interments are made shall inter or 
permit the interment or other disposition of any body unless it is 
accompanied by a burial, removal or transit permit, as herein provided; 
and each sexton or person in charge of any burial ground shall indorse 
upon the permit the date of internment over his signature, and shall 
return all permits so indorsed to the local registrar of his district 
within ten days from the date of interment, or within ths time fixed 
by the local board of health.

TRANSPORTATION OF BODIES OF FSRSONS DYING OF 
C'RTAIN DISEAS'"S.--REGULATIONS.-- The transportation of bodies dead 
of smallpox, plague, Asiatic cholera, yellow fever, typhus fever, 
diphtheria (membranous group or diphtheritic sore throat, scarlet 
fever (scarlet rash or scarletina), erisypelas, anthrax and leprosy 
shall be permitted only under the followins conditions: The body shall 
be thorourhly embalmed with an approved disinfectant fluid, all orifices 
shall be closed with absorbent cotton, the body shall be washed with 
the disinfectant fluid, enveloped in a sheet saturated with the same, 
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and placed at once in a coffin or casket, which shall be immediately 
closed, and the cof*in or casket, or the outsice case containing the 
same, shall he metal or metal-lined, and hermetically and permanently 
sealed. The transportation of bodies dead of any dissese other than 
those aforementioned shall be permitted under the following conditions: 
ae ‘hen the destinetion can be reached within twenty-four hours after 
death, the coffin or casket shall be enclosed in a strong outside box 
made of good, sound lumber, not less than seveneeighths of an inch 
thick. b. When the destination cannot be reachsd within twantyv-four 
hours after death, the body shall be thorouchly ombalmed, and the coft{'in 
placed in a strong, well-made outside shipping cass. 


No disinterred body, dead from anv disease or cause, shall be 
Sransported by common carriers, unless approved by health authorities 
having jurisdiction at the place of disinterment and the D.partment 
of Public Welfare, and a permit and transit label shall be renuired 
as hersin provided. The cisinterment and transportation of bodies 
dgad of diseases montioned in paragraph 1 of this section, shall not 
be allowed except upon permission of the health authorities, at both 
place of cisinterment end the point of destination, and the Departmont 
of Publio “elfare. All disinterred remains for transportation shall 
be incased in metal caskets or metale-lined hoxas, and hermetically 
sealed; Provided, that bodics in a recovering vault, when prepared by 
a licensed embalmer, shall not be regsrdecd as disinterred bodies until 
after the expiration of thirty days. The outsice case may be omitted 
in all instences when the body is transported in hearse or funeral 
director's waron. ‘ivery outside ensa shall bear at least four handles, 
and when over fix foot six inehss in length shall bear six handles. 


An approved disinfectant fluid shall not contain less than five 
per cent of formaldehyde gas, tho term embalming as omployed herein 
shall reouire the injection by « licensad embalmer of not less than 
ten per cent of the body weight for bodies of persons dead of diseases 
enumerated in parneranh 1, injected arterially, in addition to cavity 
injection; and not less than six per cent of the body weight injected 
arterinlly in all other cases in addition to cavity injection, and ten 
hours shall slapse between the time of embalming and the shipment of 
the body, end no disinfecting or embalming fluid which contains arsenic 
or any arsenical preparation shall be used on any body dsad of any 
disense whatsoever, 


A copy of the original death certificate or the standard certi- 
ficate or the standard certificate of death form, signed by attending 
physician or coroner, permit of registrar, and a transit label supplied 
by the Department of Public Welfare, signed by the shipping funeral 
director, and initial bargare agent, and printed on strong white peper, 
shall be renuired for the transportation by common carricrs of bodies 
of persons dying in this state. The death certifeate shall contain 
such information as is reouired in the standard form of death certi- 
ficate if obtainable. Tho refistrar's permit shall authorize the 
transportation of the body of the person described in the physician's 
or coroner's certificate. The shipping funeral director shall state 
on the shipping label how the body is prepared, and the local bagesge 
ngent shali state thereon the route, name and address of escort. The 
physician's or coroner's certificate and registrar's permit shall be 
given the escort, to be delivered with the body at destination, ‘The 
shipping liebe] shall be securely attached to the outside case, If the

attached to the outside case. 


A failure or neglect by any licorsed embalner to follow the 
provisions of this statute shall, in addition to any other punishment 
prescribed, be sufficient cause for revocation of embalm=r's Licens*. 


The undertaker or person in charge of the funeral of any person 
dving of tuberculosis shall, within forty-sirht hours after death of 
the person, report to the health officer of the city or town, or county, 
the name and resid-nce of the deceased person, together with ervse of 
denth.

Section 1, Whenever a decree of adoption has been entered de- 
Claring a child legally adopted in any court in the State of Idaho, a 
certified copy of the decree shall be recorded by the clerk of the court 
with the Bureau of Vital Statistics in the Department of Public Welfare 
upon a form provided for that purpose, This shall be filed with the 
original record of birth, or a certified or photostatic copy thereof 
from the State of Idaho or any other jurisdiction, which shall remain 
as @ part of the records of the State Bureau of Vital Statistics, Upon 
receipt by the Bureau of Vital Statistics in the Department of Public 
Welfare of such certificate of the decree of adoption, a certificate of 
birth shall be issued bearing the name of the child as shown in the dt- 
cree of adoption, the names of the foster parents of said child, the age 
of the foster parents, the sex, date of birth, and place of birth, but 
no reference in any birth certificate shail have reference to the adop- 
tion of said child.

In all cases where a health certificate is requirsec by law a 
person who shows a positive Wasserman reaction shall not be permitted 
to continue his occupation unless his attending physician certifies 
that his disease is not in an infectious state, and that there is 
entire absence of visible lesions of his disease. Until cured he 
shall continue under active treatment by some physician licensed in 
this State, and shall be reouired to report to his physician for 
observation twice each month, and said physician shall report monthly 
to the public health department as to the progress of the case.

SLAUGHT#R HOUSES AND MEAT FARK "TS 


Every person, firm or corporation, owninf, operating or maine 
taining a slaughter house or meat market, shall see to it that running 
hot and cold water are provided at 211 times for the purpose of wash- 
ing utensils, hands, meats, etc., conveniently located within the 
building. 


3. 
BACTSRICIDAL TREATHMaNT OF DRINKING, EATING AND COOKING UTENSILS 


Drinking, eating and cooking utensils used in serving food 
and beverares shall be disinfected as follows: 


They.must be submerred in water at a temperature of not less 
than 170° F., for at least two minutes, or be submerred in boiling 
water for at least thirty seconds. Pouring boiling water over uten- 
sils cannot be considered as compliance with this rerulation. 


In lieu of the foregoing regulation utensils may be submerged 
in a luke-warm solution containing not less than 50 parts per million 
of available chlorine for at least two minutes. This solution should 
be made up at a strength of 100 parts per million or more of aveile 
able chlorine and must not be used after the strength has been ree 
duced to 50 parts per million. 


Or, any other method upproved by the Idaho Department of 
Public Health may be used.

, SUPERVISTON 


The managerent of every public camp shell assume resnonsibility 
for maintaining in food repair all ‘sanitation ecuipment and structures 
on said ground. Every tourist or recreation camp shell be provided 
with an adeouate supply of water of rood sanitary cualit: from a 
source which will meet the recuirements of the Idaho Department of 
Public Héalth as to sanitary location, construction and operstion. 
The water supply mav be used from * municipsl system provided such 
& system hes been installed and is operated in such a manner as to 
meet with the rc-ouirements of this department. If a supply from 
an mpproved municipal source is not aveileble, a supply shall be 
obtained from a well or spring or other source which must be located, 
improved, constructed, and operated in accorcance with the require- 
ments of this department for 2 safe water supply. In no case can 
dipping from springs or wells be permitted. 


SS/AGS AND REFUSE DISPOSAL 


The method of finsl sewage or refuse disnosnl utilized in 
connection with the operation of any camp or reereation fround shxll 
be such as to create no nuisance. Fly-tight privies er water flush 
toilets shell be provided and ine (tal nel in a clean and sanitary 
condition; separate toilets for men and women shall be provided, 


Suitable containers with covers shall be provided at convenient 
points for the disposal of garboge and refuse. The contents of the 
containers shall be removed daily and the material disposed of in 
a suitable manner so as not to create a nuisance or provide a breed- 
ing place for flies. 


CONSTRUCTION AND MAINTEUAPCE OF BUILDINGS 


If cottages, cabins, tent houses, dwelling houses or ot er 
structures to be used for human habitation are erected in any public 
camping ground, the following minimum recuirements in the construce- 
tion shall be observed: 

All floors shall be raised at least 18 inches above the fround. 

f11 floors shall be so constructed as to be easily kept clean. 
If private toilet is provided it must be water flushed and connected 
to a sewage system or septic tank. Room containing such toilet must 
have window opening to the outside air, and its floor must be con-' 
structed of impervious material, 

Note .--In addition to observing these requirements, all local

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RAGULATIONS OF THE STATE OF IDAHO, DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH, 
RMLATING TO SANITARY REQUIR“MENTS FOR RESTAUKAN TS 


All restaurants shall comply with all of the following regulations of 
sanitation: 


RIGULATION NO. 1. Floors.--The floors of all rooms in which 
food or drink is stored, prepared, or served, or in which utensils are 
washed, shall be of such construction as to be easily cleaned, shall be 
smooth, and shall be kept clean and in good repair. 


RYGULATION NO. 2. Walls and ceilines.--Walls and ceilines of 
all rooms shall he kept clean and in food repair. All walls and ceilings 
of rooms in which food or drink .is stored or prepared shall be finished 
in light color. The walls of all reoms in which food or drink is pre 
pared or utensils are washed shall have a smooth, washable surface up to 
the level reached by splash or spray. 


REGULATION NO. 8. Doors and windows.--"/hen flies are prevalent, 
all openings into the outer air shall b> effectively screened and doors 
shall be self-closing, unless other effective means are provided to pre- 
vent the entrance of flies. 


RYGULATION NO. 4, Lighting.--All rooms in which food or drink 
is stored or prepared or in which utensils are washed shall be well 
1 igh ted. 


REGULATION NO. 5. Ventilation.--All rooms in which food or 
drink is stored, prepared, or served, or in which utensils are washed, 
shall be well ventilated. 


RAGULATION NO. 6. Toilet facilities.--Every restaurant shall 
be provided with adequate and conveniently located toilet facilities 
for its employeese In restaurants hereafter constructed toilet rooms 
shall not open directly into any room in which food, drink, or utensils 
are handied or stored, The doors of all toilet rooms shall be self- 
closing except where they open outside the building. Toilet rooms 
shall be kept in a clean condition, in food repair, and well lighted 
and ventilated. Hand-washing signs shall be posted in each toilet room 
used by employees. In case privics or earth closets are permitted and 
used, they shall be separate from the restaurant building, and shall be 
of a sanitary tvpe constructed and operated in conformity with the 
standards of the Idaho Department of Public Health. 


REGULATION NO. 7. Water supp} ye~-Runn ing water under pressure 
shall be easily accessible to all rooms in which food is prepared or 
utensils ere washed, and the water supply shall be adeouate, and of a 
safe, sanitary ounlity. 


REGULATION NO. 8. Lavatory fecilities.--Adeauate and con- | 
veniont hand-washing facilities shall be provided, including hot and 
cold running water, soap, and approved sanitary towel 89 The use of a 
common towel is prohibited. No employse shall resume work after using 
the toilet room without first washing his hands, 
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RYGULATION NO. 9. Construction of utensils and couipment.-- 
All multi-use utensils and all show end display cases or or windows, counters, 
shelves, tables, refrigerating souipmat, sinks, and other equipment 
or utensils used in connection with the operation of a restaurant shall 
be so constructed as to be easily cleaned and shall be kept in food 
repair. Utensils containing or plated with cadmium or lead sholl not 
be used; Provided, That solder containing lead may be ussd for jointing. 


REGULATION NO. 10. Cleaning and bactericidal treatment of 
utensils and squipment,--All equipment, “including displey cases or 
windows, counters, shelves, tables, refrigerators, stoves, hoods, and 
sinks, shall b® kept clean and free from dust, dirt, insects, and other 
contaminating material. All cloths used by waiters, chefs, and other 
employees shall be clean. Single-service containers shall b>? used only 
ONC Be 


All multi-use eating and drinking utensils shall be thoroughly 
eleanod and effectively subjected to an approved bactericidal process 
after each usage. All multi-use utensils used in the preparation or 
serving of food and drink shall be thorourhlv elenaned ond effeetively 
subiscted to an approved bactericidal process immediet:iv following the 
day's operation. Drying cloths, if used, shall bo clesn and shall be 
used for no othvur purpose. 


No article, polish, or other substance conteining any cyanids 
preparation or other poisonous material shall be used for the cleansing 
or polishing of utensils. 


REGULATION NO. 11. Storage and hendling of utensils and caqui 
mente--After bactericidal trextment, ubensils shall be stored in a clean, 
dry places protected from flies, dust, and other contemination, and shall

become effective, as provided in Section 38-505 Idaho Code Annotated, thirty 
davs from the date of this instrument; 


REGULATION NO. 1 


Under authority of Sections 38-503 and S8-S50b Idahe Cod. «nnotated, 
syphilis, chaneroid, gonorrhea, lymphopathia viocroum (veneria) and granuloma 
lnguinale ar- hereby declared contagious, iniectious and dangsrous to the public 
health; and all county boards of health are required to include ths sume and 
cuarentine persons afflicted with the sams in the same manner, and subject to 
the samo limitations as provided in the case of the diseases enumerat d in Sece 
tion 38-308 Idaho Code Annotated, as amend? by Seetion 1, Chapter 34, 1975 
Session Laws. 


REGULATION NO. 2 


Under authority of Sections $8-307 and 38-505 every physician and

an autopsy is necessary accurately and scientifically to escertain 
and determine the cause of ceath, such autopsy shall be ordered by 
the industrial accident board or the medical panel. The medical 

panel may desirnate a duly licensed physician, who is a speciclist 

in such examinations, to rerform or attend such autopsy, and.to cert- 
ify his findines thereon. Such findings shell be filed with the 
medical panel and shall bea publie record.

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ReLATING TO TH? CWTROL OF STLICA DUST

These rules shall apply to all operations within the State of 
Idaho. at any point where injurious coreentrations of silica dust 
are present. 


Definitions: 
"Silica-bearing rock" means any formation, natural or synthetic, 
containing as a component part free silica. 


"“Silica-bearinre rock” shall be divided into two classes, as follows: 
Class I. Any rock formation, natural or synthetic, which has more 
than 10% by weight of frees silica, and any other formation, 
natural or synthetic, having a variable and unpredictable content 
of free silica. 
Class II. Any rock formation of substantially uniform, natural 
or synthetic character which has less then 10° by weirht of 
free silica. Vo rock shall be considered as Cliss II until 
it has been demonstrated by the employer to the satisfaction 
of the Industrial Accident Board that it should be so classified. 


"Injurious silica dust concentration" shell mean dust produced 
from any operation in excess of the following values as detormines 
by an approved dust count method: 

For Class I. Ten million (10,000,000) particles per eubic foot 
of air. 

For Class TI. Fifty miliion (50,000,000) perticles per cubie foot 
of air. 


Dust Control: 
All operntions in siliea-berring rock shall be executed so that 
there will be no dangerous expesure to injurious dust concentra- 
tions. 


Dust Control Methods; 
Dust control shall be by any one or more of the following methods: 

%- Sucticn or exhaust or other ventilation methods, 

be Wet methods. 

ce ‘then no other method or combination of methods enn be used 
to prevent exposures to injuricus silica dust conceritrations, 
personal respirntory protection may be used subject to the 
approval of the Industrial Accident Eoerd. In such enses, 
the employer shall provide each wa ker rveuirine such 
personal respiratory protection with such saquipment @ eap- 
proved design suitably identified to prevent exchanre of 
such equipment and the employer shell further provide and 
employ epproved facilities and methods for nt least daily 
care of such equipment; or 

d. Other methods or combination of methods epproved by the 
Industrinl Accident Board.

Section 1. 


_ DEFINITION: For the purpose of carrying out the provisions of 
these regulations the followin terms are defined: 


Hatters' Fur is any animal fiber or other substance used in the 
manufacture of hats, which is treated or otherwise prepared by the 
process of, or, in a manner similer to that of carroting. 


Carrotinz is the procese of treatine hatters' fur with mercury 
nitrates or any othcr soluticn or metorie) for ths pursose of rendier- 
ing to the hatters' fur suiteble ir the rnanufacture of hats. 


Mercurial Carrot is any solution or materinl containing mercury 
or its compounds in combinntion. with nitric acid or othor materinls 
and used in the cerrotinge or preparation of hatters! fur. 


Section 2 

Effective Decsmber 1, 1941, the use of mercurial enrrot in the 
preparation of hntters' fur, or the usc of mercurial carroted hatters' 
fur in the manufacture of hats, is prohibited: Provided, that any 


hat manufacturer or fur cutter havin: morcuri«:] cnrroted hatters! 
fur on hand Decomber 1, 1241, mny use said fur until it is consumed,
